Just like other white merchants in ghettoes across the 
nation, white merchants in Saginaw, Michigan have long 


histories of exploiting the Black community here, Grocers 


butchers, clothiers, gas stations, furniture stores, real- 
tors, salesmen are out to make money off the poor Black 
people, any way that they can. If they can get away with 
it(and they can get away with almost anything)they will 
sell you anything at any price, 

On the west side of town, where people have plenty of 
money, the stores and salesmen do not dare pull any fast 
tricks, while on the Northeast side of the river, they con- 
tinue to exploit the Black community at will. 

White door-to-door salesmen run around Northeast 
Saginaw like packs of hungry wolves and prey on Black 
housewives and illiterate Black families, Their fast talk 
is what keeps them in business, Yet, the poor brainwash- 
ed Negroes will buy from these whites rather than 
buy from honest Black salesmen whomth ey have known 
for years, a See,

The finance companies in Saginaw are also getting rich 
off the Black community, with their low payment-high int-

This exploitation of Black people by the white carpet- 
bagger merchants and salesmen in Saginaw must cease, 
What you as a Black citizen can do is to 1) Support our 
Black businesses and enterprises in our community. 
2) Create new Black businesses by investing into some- 
thing of our own. 3) Ask white merchants, where you shop 
why they don't hire more ''Negroes" as they prefer to call 


‘us, or even one or two, 4) Stores in the Black commun-

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Coexistence ? 


The cesspools of white suburbia are reclaiming their own. The pseudo freedom 
fighters are returning home in droves to the safety and comfort of their bleached- 
out communities. Having sent thousands of well-meaning, ‘unsuspecting negroes on 
the fool’s errand of seeking ‘‘integration’’ in the other fellow’s backyard, these 
escapees from bleachtown are now scurrying back home to erect additional barriers 
to protect themselves from ‘‘integration.’? Turned on by their own hang-ups about 
the Afro-American wanting integration and hustled by professional negroes telling 
them what they wanted to hear, these refugees from the analyst’s couch are finally 
getting the message: we in the Afro-American community have never sought inte- 
gration as an end in itself; what we have always wanted, and now are fighting for, 
is the economic and political integration of the Black community into the main- 
stream of American affairs. : 

With the folly of ‘‘we shall overcome”’ integration finally being laid to rest, now 
is the time to seek new methods for survival through coexistence. Coexistence would 
mean the acknowledgement of the existence of Afro-Americans by Euro-Americans 
and vice versa. We could coexist in some form of mutual terror, namely the con- 
tinuing threat of not only long hot summers but a very real internal ‘‘cold war.’’ 
Given the present attitudes and sentiments of most Euro-Americans, it would be 
sheer folly on our part to consider coexistence along any lines of mutual love and 
admiration. Perhaps for a beginning, our terms, agreement, or contractual arrange- 
ment could lie somewhere in between the extremes of mutual terror and mutual love. 
In any event, we must begin. 

The collision course we are now on can only be avoided if we in the Afro- 
American community are willing to drop the imposed illusion of integration, stand 
on our own two feet, take what we are men enough to take and negotiate from posi- 
tionsof strength and purpose for those things we cannot take. As for the white 
liberal community, their only Contribution towards a resolution of the American 
dilemma can be to lay ‘‘the white man’s burden’? down. We in the Afro-American 
community came of age centuries before their ancestors dug themselves holes in 
the sides of mountains and called them shelters. 
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We are retarded mentally and emotionally 
because we think "loving everybody"! will save 
us, Oh, but it willnot, No, indeed, Weare 
all black, Black poor, lower class living in 
the ghetto, black working middle-class living 
outside the ghetto, The taint of the black line 
marks us all, 

Only fools would ignore the tightening of 
the black line, A clarion call has been flung 
out, up and down the land: ''WAR ON HOOD. 
LUM35"'! Broken down, it means that our 
black "communities" have become the special 
targets for oppression, 

If this is not a fact, then why are our men 
and boys the special victims of suppression 
here in America? And, why are we, the 
women and our daughters driven so relentless- 
ly, mentally and emotionally before the racisn 
in America? What are our chances, black 
women ? 

Our own stupidity has kept us from recog- 
nizing what is happening, We are told that we 
must not question the Black Code Laws of the 
land, and exist ina vaccum, - empty husks, 
straw people -; then we are told that we must 
die like human beings, We are told that we 
are human beings, yet we are treated like 
sub-humans, DOUBLE TALK, black women, 
to mesmerize and confuse and confound us,

FRIENDS AND ENEMIES 


In every revolutionary period of every 
revolution the movement is confronted with 
the critical task of separating its friends from 
its enemies, The process is always painful 
because the enemy seems everywhere. First 
there is the main enemy, the oppressor. Then 
there are the would-be friends among the op- 
pressor who have no power(the liberals), Ther 
there are the members of the oppressed group 
who believe that their fate rests with the opp- 
ressor, the people who cannot see any possi-. 
bility of the oppressed winning the victory. 
Finally there is the uncommitted mass of the 
oppressed who waver from side to side, for 
the most part acting like bystanders, waiting 
to see where the power will end up. 

With all these various tendencies involved 
in the developing movement there is also the 
ever-present question of how best to silence 
those who by their behavior seem to and often 
do betray the movement, 

Informers, collaborators, and traitors 
have been present in every revolution: in the 
American Revolution, in the Santo Domingo 
Revolution, in the French Revolution, in the 
Russian Revolution, in the Irish Rebellion and 
most important for us today, in this period of 
revolutionary struggles of the oppressed col- 
onial peoples, in China, in Kenya, in Cuba, 
in Algeria, in the Congo, etc. 

Usually we think of collaborators and trai- 
tors as agents of another country, as in the 
case‘ of the collaborators with the British in 
the American Revolution and with the French, 
€nglish and Spanish in the Santo Domingo Rev- 
olution. In the French and Russian Revolu- 
tions, we think of the traitors and collabora- 
tors as those who betrayed the people to an 
internal enemy, the old regime, from whom 
the people were trying to take power. 


Wten we come to the United States-North 
American rebellion, the role of the collabor- 
ator (the Tom) is a unique one. In other coun- 
tries the collaborator or traitor usually tries 
to keep his activities secret, knowing that if 
the people found him out they would have to do 
some serious purging. So the people have to 
put two and two together in order to arrive as 


who are the informers, 


In the United States, on the other hand, 
Uncle Tom, stool pigeons, investigators, org- 
anizers for the enemy, have all at various time 

openly admitted their role. Some of them 
even make a profession out of being a Tom and 
still others sincerely believe that they are best 
serving the interests of the oppressed by being 
Toms, 


There are many reasons for this unique U. 
S. phenomenom, First there is the slave men- 
tality developed out of the steu ggle for survi- 
val in a slave society where one's life and live- 
lihood were not only enhanced but often depend- 
ed upon telling the boss, Another aspect of 
this slave mentality is the conviction of a rac- 
ially-oppressed people that he enemy will al- 
ways be in power because he is racially super- 
ior. Then, there is the peculiar U.S, mental- 
ity, shared by most people in this country, bl- 
ack or white, that getting to the top is what 
matters and how you get there is your busin- 
ess, regardless of who is hurt in the process, 
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A corollary of this position is the acceptance 
by most people in this country that there are 
two or more sides to every question and that 
they are all right. Thus they are unprepared 
for the struggle for power which is the climax 
of every revolution and which permits only one 
side to be right. 

As a result of all these fallacies operating 
in this society, the Tom or collaborator not 
only gets rewarded in money and position but 
he even seems to the people to be a smart and 
responsible person who has gotten where he 
is because he has the qualities that he power 
structure respects and which are respectable 
in their society. 

However, the most dangerous fallacy of all 
and the one that makes the process for weed- 
ing out the collaborators so painful and so , 
costly is the belief held by most of the revol- 
utionists themselves that all the oppressed 
are revolutionists or potential revolutionist. 
This fallacy inclines them to accept all mem- 
bers of the oppressed group into their confi- 
dence. Even when they do not actually accept 
them into their confidence, they are still rel- 
uctant to believe that any member of the opp- 
ressed group can be a collaborator or traitor, - 
After all, they should know better; they should 
know that the enemy of the revolutionist is the 
final analysis their enemy too, 

To accept and operate on this illusion is to 
ignore the dynamics of every revolution or the 
gathering of the revolutionary forces. In 
every great revolution there are many tenden- 
cies andstages of sevelorm ont of people inside 
the struggle,
